Vimont, of Millersburg, during her 
life, and at .her death the proceeds 
derived from the sale of all of his 
property, consisting of government 
bonds, bank stocks and a small realty 
holding, was to be used in the erec- 
tion of a family monument. Dr. Hitt 
even directed in his will what should 
be placed on the monument, and 1 
made it obligatory upon his executor, I

The 
heirs-at-law of Dr. Hitt are Mrs. Fan- 
nie Jones, of Lexington, Mr. Allen, of 
Lincoln county, and three Dimmitt 
children. The latter have not been 
heard from for several years. Mrs. 
Jones and Mr. Allen, niece and grand- 
nephew respectively, intended to con- 
test the probation of the will, and an 
agreement was finally reached be- 
tween all of the parties in interest 
that the will should be probated. Mr. 
Boulden qualified as executor, and 
Miss Bettie Vimont having refused to 
accept the property, filed a relin- 
quishment in court and directed the 
executor to distribute the property, 
after erecting the monument and pay- 
ing the cemetery company the $500, 
among all the ‘ heirs-at-law of Dr. 
Hitt, according to the law of descent 
and distribution. These ayreements 
were entered and Mr. Boulaen quali- 
fied, with Mr. Dan Perrine, W, W. 
Ball and Benj. Longnecker as securi- 
ties.' The aggregate wealth of the 
three bondsmen, by the way, amounts 
to over one million dollars. 

Dr. Hitt was never married. He 
was 76 years of age, and was a great 
traveler.

When young, he and Miss Vimont were 
sweethearts, and throughout his life 
his devotion was constant. When he 
would return from his trips he would 
always bring her souvenirs of the 
countries he had visited. His regard j 
for her was well understood by the ! 
people of the Millersburg precinct, 
and they were not surpris^^ when i 
told of the contents of his will. The 
executor and the cemetery company 
are reprcjsented by Harmon Stitt, and 
the heirs by Hon. E. M. Dickson and 
Judge Russell Mann.
